TRAVEL NEEDED 


Publicity was recently given to the 
difficulty experienced by members 
of the Forces when they are sta- 
tioned a long way from home and 
obtain extra leave. 


A soldier’s wife, living in Putney, 
wrote to a national paper : 
, ‘My husband is now somewhere in 
Scotland, after serving abroad, and expects 
a grateful country to grant him ,a short 
leave in the near future—if I can pay £3 
for his fare home. 


‘‘During the early part of the 
war he was stationed in the North. 
In less than a year | have paid out 
£5. 8s. for his fares. 


‘* The country took my husband away 
from his home; the country should make it 
possible for him to return when leave is 
granted. 

‘** Cases were reported after the evacua- 
tion of Dunkirk in which men could not 
take the 48 hours’ leave given them, 
because they had no money for fares.”’ 


WAR PENSIONS 
SMALLER THAN 
IN 1919 


Pensions for totally disabled fighting men 
are in some cases smaller now than after 
the Jast war.

Many men in the first two 
periods could draw up to 30 gallons each. 
Asking for petrol vouchers for the third 
week, an officer was told that a mis- 
take had been made. The concession had 
been intended to apply only to soldiers from 
the B.E.F.. One lad had even motor-cycled 
45 miles, and wanted one or two gallons 
only, but wasrefused. Such blunders must 
not occur again, or Reveille will want to 
know why.

A Reply To Current 
Crificisms 


NTERVIEWED by Reveille (see 
| page 1), Mr. Edward H. Symonds, 

who was prominently connected 
with N.A.A.F.I. during the last war, 
offered some criticisms of that organ- 
isation as it operates to-day. 

From the military point of view 
our answer to Mr. Symonds is: “Is 
it desirable to distribute the canteen 
surplus for the use of the individual 
or save it for the corporate use of the 
men?’ In war, the unit must come 
before the individual; the team spirit 
must prevail. 

Secondly, inan organization charged 
with serving the soldiers under war 
conditions—generally under rush con- 
ditions—is it possible to apply the 
leisurely shopping procedure of the 

‘Co-ops’? We think not. 


Overheads 


Thirdly, there i is the cost of account- 
ing and “divvy’”’-paying cash tills, 
which would have to be borne by the 
men. The tills cost anything from 


£100 to £200 each, and we fancy. 


that the men would not be. willing to 
foot this bill, even indirectly. 

The trouble, we believe, is not so 
much with N.A.A.F.I. as with, the 
method in which their dividends are 
distributed. It is not. generally 
realized that 6% of their income is 
refunded to the troops through the 
Presidént of each Regimental Insti- 
tute, to be expended on their general 
requirements in accordance with 
conditions laid down in King’s Regu- 
lations, with which we will deal in 
another issue. 

If the P.R.I.’s are hoarding these 
funds—an action which caused a 
scandal after the last war—we en- 
dorse the principle of Mr. Symonds’ 
scheme, although questioning its 
practicability. But Mr. Symonds 
himself is more-interested in the plan 
as a whole than the details of its 
working. 

Although the Corporation is regis- 
tered under the Companies Acts as 
an Association not trading for profit, 
certain newspapers are now mention- 
ing the £600,000 surplus shown in 
its last published (pre- -war) accounts 
as though this sum had been retained 
by the Corporation, making no refer- 
ence to the distribution in cashrebates 
and discounts to the Services of a 
similar sum. 


Present Position 


It does not need much imagination 
to appreciate the present position of 
the N.A.A.F.I. In the last ten 
months it has had to ‘expand its 
organization not only to provide an 
Institute or Canteen Service wherever 
this has been required at home, 
abroad, and in H.M. ships, but also 
to provide a major part of the goods 
required for messing purposes at home 
in times of unparalleled trading diffi- 
culties. 

Its losses overseas must have been 
considerable, and the expense of re- 
serve stocks and their storage must 
have assumed proportions which 
would frighten ordinary commercial 
enterprise under present conditions. 


Yet it has fulfilled every call made 
upon it; its staff has cheerfully and 
confidently taken its place beside the 
Forces in all the many dangers and 
difficulties of this war (see letter of 
appreciation on this page); and it 
has provided the Services with enter- 
tainment on an unprecedented scale. 
That it has been able to continue to 
pay the rates of rebate and discount 
laid down in agreement with the 
Defence Ministries must in the 
circumstances be regarded as proof of 
its efficient commercial management. 


Staff Trebled 


But, remembering that the staff 
has been more than trebled in eleven 
months, it would be futile to pretend 
there has not, here and there, been 
some breakdown in the human fac- 
tor, resulting in cause for com- 
plaints. 

One of the N.A.A.F.I.’s troubles 
has been ignorance on the part of 
some administrative officers and 
recently-appointed employees of its 
constitution and organization, and 
of the channels through which faults 
can be rectified. These, however, 
are_ all clearly dealt with in the ap- 
propriate regulations issued by the 
Admiralty, the War Office, and the 
Air Ministry, as well as in informa- 
tory pamphlets printed by the Cor- 
poration. 


Responsibility 


Then there are many who do not | 


appreciate the division of responsi- 
bility in Institute Management. The 
State is responsible for the provision 
of retail’ premises, whilst the Ser- 
vices themselves are responsible for 
the. method of distribution of any 
rebates which the N.A.A.F.I. is able 
to realise after giving equal service 
to both large, profitable establish- 
ments and small, unprofitable ones. 
The prices of cigarettes or other 
commodities affected by the Budget 
are outside the sphere of N.A.A.F.I. 
responsibility. 

If these facts are appreciated, 
there will be better co-operation and 
less misunderstanding.

We had constant large influxes of troops, 
both French and British, for whom we had 
orders to cater—which meant long hours 
and much extra work for the canteen staff. 

When on 16th June the E.F.I. staff 
received orders to pack and go, the Ser- 
geant came to see me and said that he and 
his staff wished to remain behind with us, 
to keep the canteen running for the troops. 
As it was well known to everyone that the 
Stevedore unit was LAST on the priority 
voll for evacuation, I consider this offer of 
the Sergeant and his staff to stay behind 
when they knew they could get away 
earlier, showed a very. keen sense of 
comradeship and devotion to duty. 

I would like-to feel that the good work 
of the staff has been noted and recognised 
even if it is only by letting them know that 
a report has been made of tt to Rees Head- 
quarters.
